4/15/55. These index cards are now filed alphabetically 
in the RCI and the file covers of the cases involved have 
been appropriately stamped. The old Cl cards are being 
destroyed. 



It is noted that the Manual of Instructions, 

Section 87D 7a (4), is specific as to the minimum requirements 
concerning the content of each RCI card. Particular refer- 
ence is made to the requirement that each RCI card must 
contain information concerning membership and position or " 
association in the subversive group or groups, together With 
the source and date of the information. This data is set 
forth on those RCI cards which were prepared as a result of 
the file review suggested in SAC Letter 56-56. However, 
this information is not set forth on those RCI cards which 
were formerly cancelled Security Index cards. As of 2/20/57 
the Los Angeles Office had 1,872 RCI cards falling in this 
category.
